The trial, which followed dis- 
covery of that pitifully abused 
body, quite literally shook the 
emotions of the nation; loosed 
ali the tongues and pens of 
demagogues; arraigned South 
against North as it had not been 
since the dividing war; <livided 
the Supreme Court of the United 
, States seven to two and brought 
it into controversy. This legal 
battle became famous in court- 
room history as “The Leo Frank 
Case.”

Fan- 
tastic rumors of “hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’’ for the 
subornation of witnesses swept 
the South. Tom Watsdn, the 
most eloquent man of his time,

of injustice and prejudice, 
poured his feverishly emotional 
words on the fire. 

There was no criticism of the 
trial judge. There were fre- 
quent exceptions noted of the 
“slimate of hostility,” © which 
was obvious in the applause in 
the spectators’ section of the 
court room.

There was a considerable body 
of. evidence for and against 
Frank. The man next most 
suspected, a Negro watchman, 
endured a rigorous police in- 
quisition and long cross-exami- 
nation without being shaken. 

Frank was convicted. North- 
ern criticism was harsh, calling 
it a legal lynching. In denying 
an appeal, the trial judge said 
that while he himself had. rea- 
sonable doubts, the jury did not. 

On February 17, 1915, the U.S. 
Supreme Court sustained the 
state. Chief Justice Hughes and 
Justice. Oliver Wendell Holmes

Wisdom, Justice 
And Moderation 


The inauguration of Marvin Griffin as 
governor of Georgia is history. It was 
elaborate and it was lengthy, a reminder 
to everyone of the dignity and responsi- 
bility of the office which Mr. Griffin will 
hold for four years. 

There were three speakers at the 
Capitol ceremony: the new governor, the 
outgoing governor and Lt. Gov. Er- 
nest Vandiver. As Gov. Griffin pointed 
‘out in his address, friendly participation 
by former Gov. Herman Talmadge was 
significant, Often, the old and new gov- 
ernors barely are on speaking terms. 

Generally, the keynote of the in- 
augural speeches was a promise to con- 
tinue the policies of the’ Talmadge ad- 
ministration. Gov. Griffin pledged him- 
self to let bygones be bygones, and to 
forget the rancors and wounded feelings 
of the rough and tumble campaign of 
last summer. He asked the cooperation of 
all factions to aid in the solution of 
Georgia’s many and varied problems. 

He reassured those who want to see 
a continuation of the Talmadge policies 
by stressing the appointments of “loyal, 
honest and proficient administrators,” to 
assist him in his duties. He promised 
that those who will do business with the 
state during his term of office will do 
their business honestly. 

“The sealed bid is the only protec- 
tion the taxpayer has,” Gov. Griffin said, 
“and I shall insist upon it at all times.” 

Here the governor placed his finger on 
a weakness inherent in government. The 
job of governing has grown so complex 
that much authority must be delegated. 
It was Gov. Talmadge’s ability to attract 
and keep loyal, honest and proficient ad- 
ministrators that insured the success and 
excellent reputation of his regime. All 
Georgia wishes Gov. Griffin the same 
kind of good fortune, for it will be by 
the actions of his key appointees that the 
state will prosper or suffer. 

Gov. Griffin and Lt. Gov. Vandiver 
assume office at a time when Georgia's 
future is uncertain. The majority of Geor- 
gians, however, are united in the belief 
that the progress of the last six years 
must be continued. Under the state’s 
motto of “Wisdom, Justice and Modera- 
tion,” Georgians ought to be able to look 
forward to four years of steady progress.

Gov. Slaton’s Courage 


Ended Political Career 


John Marshall Slaton, 88, a _ dis- 
tinguished former governor of Georgia 
who cast away a great political career 
rather than abandon principle or truckle 
to the prejudices and passions of his time, 
died Tuesday a few hours before the 
ceremony of swearing in Georgia’s Gov. 
Marvin Griffin. 

It was Gov. Slaton’s destiny, ironic 
and yet happy, to be confronted with one 
great test. He was taken, as it were, to 
the mountain top and offered all that lay 
below. He was already governor. Ahead 
of him stretched a sure career in the 
United States Senate. He knew popularity. 
No voices were raised against him. 

And then, on a Sunday morning fol- 
lowing Confederate Memorial Day in 
April of 1913, the cruelly abused body of 
a 13-year-old girl was found in the base- 
ment of a pencil factory in downtown At- 
lanta. The owner-manager of the plant, 
Leo Frank, was charged with the crime. 

The trial was held in an atmosphere 
of intense excitement, fanned by reckless 
elements of the press, especially Tom 
Watson’s “Jeffersonian.” The Northern 
press took it up, largely because of the 
prejudicial statements of Watson’s paper, 
and the ill-advised insistence of some 
few of Frank’s friends that he was inno- 
cent, but being framed because of his re- 
ligion. 

Frank was convicted and the U.S. Su- 
preme Court sustained the verdict. Two 
strong dissents, by Justices Hughes and 
Holmes, plus the statement by the trial 
judge that he was doubtful, led Gov. 
Slaton, after long study, to commute the 
sentence to life. 

He did not hesitate. In a message 
showing great integrity, he commuted the 
sentence to life imprisonment. He said 
in part: 

“. . . The performance of my duty under 
the Constitution is a matter of my consci- 
ence. . . . I can endure misconstruction, 
abuse and condemnation, but I cannot 
stand the constant cqmpanionship of an ac- 
cusing conscience which would remind me 
that I, as governor of Georgia, failed to do 

‘what I thought to be right.”

Supreme Court Ends 


A Restrictive Practice 


For the second time the State Supreme 
Court has declared a so-called Fair Trade 
Act in violation of the State Constitution. 
Let’s hope this ends attempts to make 
price-fixing legal in this state. 

The act was restrictive of competition, 
permitting manufacturers to fix the price 
of products to the consumer, regardless 
of the dealer’s wishes. Rather than in- 
suring fair trade, it made it impossible. 

A strange paradox of our society is 
that those who most loudly proclaim 
the virtues of free enterprise are usually 
the first to seek special favors for them- 
selves. Free enterprise for others, yes— 
especially for the farmers, but “protect 
me from competition!” 

Everyone realizes, of course, the ne- 
cessity for encouraging in every way pos- 
sible the interests of the nation’s millions 
of small businesses. 

The so-called fair trade measures, 
which many states have, are illusory. By 
permitting manufacturers to arbitrarily 
set prices to the consumer, they are un- 
fair to consumers and merchants alike. 
It is difficult to see how any of them fit 
into the intent of the U.S. Constitution 
itself. 

The Georgia Supreme Court has made 
a wise decision and deserves commenda- 
tion from all who would promote, not 
restrict, competition. Price-fixing by law 
during normal periods is contrary to the 
intent of our constitution.

Costa Rica and Nicaragua.

Public sympathy as usual is with the 
underdog, in this case Costa Rica. Peace- 
loving Costa Rica does not even bother 


with maintaining a standing army. Nica- 
ragua on the other hand has achieved a 
reputation as the bully of Central Amer- 
ica under the long rule of its dictator, 
Tacho Somoza. 


This is not the first border strife in 


recent years .between Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua. Nor is it the first time Somoza 
has been charged with interfering in the 
affairs of neighboring republics. The. boss 
of Nicaragua governs by force, with the 
result that the surviving members of his 
opposition are in exile, many of them in 
Costa Rica. 


There is no doubt that Somoza would 


like to see a regime more friendly to 
him in Costa Rica, for from the Nicara- 
guan exiles there may come the push 


that one day unseats him. There can be 


no doubt either that President Figueres 


of Costa Rica would be delighted to see 
the end of Somoza in Nicaragua, for their 
ideals are too opposed to make for 
neighborly relations. 

On the surface it is a neighborhood 
row. Below the surface it is a matter of 
maintaining peace in Central America, 
almost at any price, for the safety of 
the Panama Canal and the defense of the 
Western hemisphere are involved.

Police said Robert Bechtel, 22, 
of Pottstown, Pa., who planned 
to study for the Unitarian min- 
istry, went to one of the rooms 
on the third floor of Wharton 
Hall, picked out his sleeping vic- 
tim in the beam of a flashlight 
and fired a ‘22 caliber rifle at 
his head.

Holmes Strozier, 19, a sophomore 
from Akron, Ohio, in the temple, 
killing him instantly. 

" Strozier’s roommate, Roger Al- 
len Witt, 19, a sophomore from 
Fanwood, N.J., was unharmed. 


Police said Bechtel ther went 
through the three floors of the 
dormitory, firing the remaining 
six shells in the rifle blindly. 

Det. Chief Earl Allen of Dela- 
ware County said Bechtel admit- 
ted that he picked out Strozier 
as his first target because he 
believed the Ohio youth was the 
leader of a group of pranksters 
who had been tormenting him 
with practical jokes. 

“TI can't explain why I did it,” 
Bechtel told police. *‘I had a rage 
against them. I felt they were 
persecuting me.” 

Students aroused by the shots 
overpowered the slayer. 

Dr. Everett Hunt, dean of men, 
said, ‘“‘Bechtel must have been 
temporarily insane.” He _ said 
Bechtel supervised 25 students in 
return for free rent and also 
worked 10 hours a week as a 
busboy at a restaurant for free 
meals.

Is there a legislator among us who would like to sponsor a 
bill to prohibit the electrocution of teen-agers? 

The State Board of Parole and Pardons, bombarded by an 
unprecedented number of phone calls and letters since the elec- 
trocution of 18-year-old James Willie Morgan last Friday, would 
like very much to see such legislation passed. 


“We have tothing to do with making the laws,” said Mrs. 
Rebecca Rainey Garrett, the conscientious, hard-working woman 
member of the board. “We simply pass on the cases as well as 
we can within the limits of the law. As long as the law provides 
for the electrocution of children 14 years old or older and the 
courts sentence them to the electric chair, what can we do?”’ 


Officially the board cannot act to change the law but in- 
dividually the board members, sickened by a toll of seven teen- 
age electrocutions in George in the last two or three years, 
would like to see the law changed. 

If we Georgians believe at all in the principles of rehabili- 
tation which are the backbone of our penal system, we will press 
for legislation which will give anybody under 20 another chance 
before condemning him to death. 

Time after time we have seen older, more hardened crimi- 
nals emerge from correctional institutions completely changed. 
The record is gratifyingly illuminated by the rehabilitation of 
Forrest Turner and Leland Harvey, not young, spur-of-the-mo- 
ment killers, to be sure, but tough, professional bad boys. They 
changed. They became decent, good members of the community. 

Why not the same chance for the James Willie Morgans? 

One of the most shocking news stories of the 1920s was the 


so-called: ‘‘thrill’’ 


slaying of an Atlanta grocer named E. H. 


Meeks and a drug clerk named Willard Smith. Two Oglethorpe 
University students, George Harsh, 19, and Richard Gray Gal- 
logly, 17, were convicted and sentenced to life imprisonment in 


these deaths. 


They are both out now. They served 12 years each and 


emerged from prison to take up useful, 


constructive work in 


the world. Even in prison George Harsh exhibited worth which 
pleads for a chance for all teen-age convicts. He was given a 
special warden’s award for his courage in saving the lives of 40 
Negro prisoners in a fire which destroyed the prison barracks. 
Upon his release he served with honor ia the Royal Canadian 
Air Force in World War Il. He was, the last time I saw him, 
a happily married man doing good, useful work. 


Perhaps he can never wipe out the guilt of the wanton 


killing or two innocent, 


defenseless men back in 1928. But he 


has come closer to atoning for it than can the seven Georgia 
teen-agers who died in the electric chair. 

It’s too late to do anything for James Willie Morgan. But 
if our revulsion at what we did to him brings about a change 


in our laws, he, 


like the George Harshes, 


the Forrest Turners 


and Leland Harveys will have done something to atone for his 


crime.

Gall Bladder’s 


Function Explained 


Bile is formed in the liver 
and stored in the gall bladder. 
It comes originally from the 
blood and is used principally to 
help digest fats. 


The body is a master miser 
and saves anything of value. 
The red blood corpuscles are 
being destroyed and replaced 
constantly by new cells. The 
liver, like a true scavenger, 
filters out iron pigments and 
chemicals from old cells and 
adds a pinch of this and a dash 
of that to create bile. . 

When bile comes from the 
liver, it is light brown and has 
the consistency of milk. It is 
rerouted into the gall bladder 
and concentrated at least ten- 
fold. As a result, this enzyme 
‘ becomes 
and thick as molasses. 


The secretion remains in the 
gall bladder until needed by 
the intestine. The signal to de- 
liver a thimbleful or more 
comes when fat enters the first 
part of the intestine. The gall 
bladder contracts and presto, 
the bile is available. 


But the biliary system is not 
foolproof, It is susceptible to 
infection and stone formation 
and in addition, the manufac- 
ture of bile is depressed by 


deep green, sticky, - 


This may explain why gall 
bladder disturbances are asso- 
ciated with periods of inactiv- 
ity and the lethargy accom- 
panying obesity and old age. 
The same occurs when cir- 
rhosis of the liver or viral 
hepatitis exists, and when the 


person stays on a low fat diet 
for a long period. In the cir-

Medical treatment consists 
of diet and drugs to relax the 
biliary passageways and stimu- 
late the formation and flow of 
bile. Surgery is needed when 
medicine fails or troublesome 
stones are present.
